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Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Examiner and Applicant's representative discussed the limitation of 
"a fluid flow path formed around the periphery of the circumferenital wall." Examiner noted that elements 73,75 
represent the recited fluid flow path since the elements are around or in the area of the periphery of the circumferential 
wall shown at the end of the lead line of number 52. Applicant's representative argued, however, that while the Klaue 
fluid flow path extends across a portion of the periphery of the circumferential wall, it does not extend around (as in 
form a circle or surround) the periphery of the circumferenital wall. It appeared to Examiner that the representative's 
argument was persuasive in light of Applicant's illustrated fluid flow path which surrounds the circumferential wall. 
Further consideration will be given upon receipt of the official response.
